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REMARKS 

The present Amendment cancels claims 1-7 and adds new claims 8- 
18. Therefore, the present application has pending claims 8-18. 

In paragraph 2 of the Office Action the Examiner alleges that the 
Information Disclosure Statement filed on September 1 , 2005 fails to comply 
with the 37 CFR §1 .98(a)(2). Particularly, the Examiner did not consider the 
reference identified in the Information Disclosure Statement as Canadian 
1295421 since an English language translation was not provided. Applicants 
submit that this reference should have identified a Chinese reference CN 
1295421. Thus, the reference is being re-submitted as part of an Information 
Disclosure Statement filed on even date herewith. In addition, an English 
language translation of said Chinese reference is provided. Therefore. 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner indicate consideration of the 
Information Disclosure Statement filed on even date herewith. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 7 stand rejected under 35 USC §1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Kawasaki (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2002/0142810 A1); and claim 3 stands rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Kawasaki in view of Kikinis (U.S. Patent No. 
6,049,291). As indicated above, claims 1-5 and 7 were canceled. Therefore, * 
these rejections are rendered moot. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of these rejections is respectfully requested. 

It should be noted that the cancellation of claims 1-5 and 7 was not 
Intended nor should it be considered as an agreement on Applicants part that 
the features recited in claims 1-5 and 7 are taught or suggested by Kawasaki 
or Kikinis whether taken individually or in combination with each other as 
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suggested by the Examiner. The cancellation of claims 1-5 and 7 was simply 
intended to expedite prosecution of the present application. 

Claim 6 was canceled to eliminate the non-elected claim. 

As indicated above, the present Amendment adds new claims 8-18. 
New claims 8-18 are directed to a portable terminal such as that illustrated in 
Fig. 1 of the present application having a first housing 200 and a second 
housing 201 each of which has a front surface and a back surface which is 
disposed so as to be opposed to the front surface, wherein the first and 
second housings are joined so as to be ciosable in a manner such that the 
front surface of the first housing and the front surface of the second housing 
face each other. 

According to the present invention, a first display 104 is located on the 
back surface of the first or the second housing, a second display 103 is 
located on the front surface of the first or second housing and a control part 
110 is provided that effects control to output a screen such as that illustrated 
in Fig. 9 (2) for inquiring of a user whether the content of mail is to be 
displayed or not on the first display 104, when a signal regarding the mail has 
been received and when the portable terminal is in a closed state. 

frurfrer, according to the present invention, the control part 110 effects 
control to automatically display the content of the mail on the second display 
when the portable terminal has been opened after the screen was display on 
the first display 104. 

Thus, according to the present invention as now recited in the claims 
an openable/closable portable terminal is provided with a display on the back 
surface of the first or second housing so as to enable a user of the terminal to 
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read mail quickly and by a simple operation when the terminal is in the closed 
state. For example, as illustrated in Fig. 9 of the present application the user 
of the portable terminal can be prompted to input whether mail that has been 
received should be displayed on the display on the back surface of the first or 
second housings, when the portable terminal is in the closed state. If the user 
indicates that the mail is to be displayed on the display on the back surface of 
the first or second housing, then such mail is displayed on the back surface of 
the first or second housing, thereby allowing the user to view and read the 
mail when the portable terminal is in the closed state without opening the 
portable terminal. Further, for example, as illustrated in Fig. 9 of the present 
application such mail can also be displayed on the front surface of the first or 
second housing, when the portable terminal is opened and after a display of 
the prompt to the user on the display on the back surface of the first or second 
housing. 

The above described features of the present invention now more 
clearly recited in the claims are not taught or suggested by any of the 
references of record whether taken individually or in combination with each 
other. Particularly, the above described features of the present invention now 
more clearly reciKd in the claims ^re not taught or suggested by Kawasaki or 
Kikinis whether taken individually or in combination with each other as 
suggested by the Examiner. 

Kawasaki discloses a foldable portable terminal such as that illustrated 
in Fig. la-c thereof wherein a first display 21 is provided on the back surface 
of one of the housings and a second display 13 is provided on the front 
surface of one of the housings. Kawasaki further teaches, for example, in 
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Figs. 4a-c that notice can be provided to the user in the first display 21 of the 
arrival of mail. 

However, at no point Is there any teaching or suggestion in Kawasaki 

that upon the notice of the arrival of mail as illustrated in Fig. 4a T the user is 

prompted to indicate whether the content of the mail should be displayed in 

the first display 21 as in the present invention. Kawasaki merely teaches, for 

example, in paragraph [011] thereof that: 

"Fig. 4a shows an example of display information 
on the sub-display 21 when an image is not being 
taken before preparation for photography". 

There is no teaching whatsoever in Kawasaki that the user is prompted 
on the first display 21 to indicate whether the content of the mail is to be 
displayed in the first display 21 as in the present invention. 

Also, there is no teaching or suggestion in Kawasaki that, for example, 
as illustrated in Fig. 9 of the present application mail can also be displayed on 
the display on the front surface of the first or second housing, when the 
portable terminal is opened and after a display of a prompt to the user on the 
display on the back surface of the first or second housing as in the present 
invention.

Therefore, Kawasaki fails to teach or sugges t a control part which 
effects control to output a screen for inquiring of a user whether the content of 
mail is to be displayed or not on the first display which is located on the back 
surface of the first or second housings when a signal regarding mail has been 
received and when the portable terminal is in a closed state as recited in the 
claims. 
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Further, Kawasaki fails to teach or suggest that the control part effects 
control to automatically display the content of the mail on the second display 
when the portable terminal has been opened after the screen was displayed 
on the first display as recited in the claims. 

Therefore, Kawasaki fails to teach or suggest the features of the 
present invention as now more clearly recited in claims 8-18. 

The above described deficiencies of Kawasaki are also evident in 
Kikinis. 

Kikinis merely discloses that a pager server sends a message including 
a label for a return button on a pagqr and then sends a new pager message in 
response to selection of the return button. The Examiner's attention is 
directed to the Abstract and col. 3, lines 10-21 of Kikinis. 

However, the above described teachings of Kikinis are not related to 
the features of the present invention as now more clearly recited in the claims 
wherein a screen is displayed on a first display located on the back surface of 
the first or second housings inquiring of a user whether the content of the mail 
is to be displayed in the first display, when a signal regarding mail has been 
received and when the portable, terminal is in the closed state and displaying 
the content of the mail on the srcond display which is located on the front 
surface of the first and second housings automatically without a user's 
operation of the operation keys when the portable terminal has been opened 
after the screen has been displayed on the first display as in the present 
invention. 

Thus, Kikinis fails to teach or suggest a control part which effects 
control to output a screen for inquiring of a user whether the content of mail is 
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to be displayed or not on the first display when a signal regarding mail has 
been received and when the portable terminal is in a closed state as recited in 
the claims. 

Further, Kikinis fails to teach or suggest that the control part effects 
control to automatically display the content of mail on the second display 
when the portable terminal has opened after the screen was displayed on the 
first display as recited in the claims. 

Since both Kawasaki and Kikinis suffer from the same deficiencies 
relative to the features of the present invention as now more clearly recited in 
the claims, combining Kawasaki and Kikinis in the manner suggested by the 
Examiner in the Office Action still fails to teach or suggest the features of the 
present invention as now more clearly recited in the claims. Accordingly, the 
combination of Kawasaki and Kikinis does render obvious the features of the 
present invention as now more clearly recited in the claims. 

The remaining references of record have been studied. Applicants 
submit that they do not supply any of the deficiencies noted above with 
respect to the references utilized in the rejection of claims 1-5 and 7. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, applicants submit 
tfiat claims 8-18 are in condition fos^H'iwance. Accordingly, early allowance 
of claims 8-18 is respectfully requested.
